Arroyo Singers In Concert 


In a letter addressed to 
the City Manager and City 
Council dated Thurs day, 
December 4, at the hour of 
11:37, Charles Compton of 
15 East Mira Monte, Sierra 
Madre, reminded the ad¬ 
dressed' that he had filed a 
claim for damages against 
the City for a total amount 
of $1,000,000.73, and asked 
for a hearing and a nego¬ 
tiating of the matter at the 
Council meeting of Tuesday, 
December 9. 

In the opening paragraph 
of his letter, Mr. Compton 
admitted to t.he City Coun 
cil that he was "A danger¬ 
ous man” in the use of the 
pen that is mightier than 
the sword', and it was his 
intent to swat and remove 
Oranized Criminal and Sub¬ 
versive influences that are 
active in high places. 

In explaining his claims 
for damage, and oral state¬ 
ments of family harassment, 
he said that the 73 cents is 
an expression, mathemati¬ 
cal symbols. These symbols 
actually stand for the name 
of a magnetic type Interna¬ 
tional Political Party, de¬ 
signed to compete with the 
International Commu n i s t 
Party, "in Horse Sense, with 
the issue simply being sur¬ 
vival for all vs. Suicide for 
all . . . Horse Sense vs. In¬ 
tellectual Ignorance.” 

The City Administrator, 
Norman Boehm placed the 
letter and claim on the 
agenda for the meeting of 
Tuesday, December 9. Mr. 
Compton was given a hear¬ 
ing, the claim was promptly 
denied and referred to the 
City Attorney for processing. 

Some weeks ago, Mr. 
Compton laid claim to the 
City of Pasadena for the 
same amount and' the same 
reasons. This claim was also 
denied. 

In closing his letter, Mr. 
Compton told the City Man¬ 
ager and City Council that 


Los Angeles County As¬ 
sessor Philip E. Watson will 
seek re-election in 1970, 
while continuing his ef¬ 
forts toward statewide tax 
relief for homeowners, he 
told a crowd of 1500 recent¬ 
ly at a civic testimonial din¬ 
ner in. his honor at the Bilt- 
more Bowl. 

Watson promised his full 
energy will be in the direc¬ 
tion of new legislation to 
halt the ever - increasing 
burden on the backs of the 
property taxpayers who are 
being levied against at con¬ 
fiscatory rates. 

“We will present a com¬ 
prehensive tax restructuring 
program to the Legislature 
in January, and if they 
don’t act decisively at this 
session, we’ll take it to the 
people again,” the Assessor 
declared, adding: 

“I will not give up the 
fight I’ve been waging since 
first taking office in 1962 
until we have an equitable 
and just tax structure under 
which the property owner 
pays no more than his fair 
share.” 

Watson was the author of 
Proposition 9 on last year’s 
ballot, which measure would 
have limited property taxa¬ 
tion. to one per cent of mar¬ 
ket value, and would have 
taken the costs of welfare 
and schools off the property 
taxpayers’ bill over a five- 
year phase out schedule. 

The Biltmore event was 
attended by husiness, civic 
and industry leaders from 
throughout the country, as 
well as city, county and 
state officials.

the remainder of the $36,500 
as the deal is concluded. 

S. R. Brock of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre made the apprai s e d 
valued of the property, as 
of December 31, 1968, at 

$36,500, and the City Coun¬ 
cil and' Library Board' felt 
that the payment over ap¬ 
praisal was in keeping with 
the proximity of the° loca- 
iton and the future increase 
in value.

Dear Editor: 

Thanksgiving has come 
(and gone) and most of us 
have much for which to be 
thankful, but there are 
those who have but little 
and who need help. Now 
that Christmas with its 
spirit of good will and giv¬ 
ing is near, let us remem¬ 
ber the United C.ru s a d e 
which helps those not so 
fortunate. 

Last year (1968), Sierra 
Madre opened its heart and 
pocketbook so that it was 
possible to help 175 families 
with counseling services; 
116 children with medical 
services; 2370 young people 
in youth group programs. 
Through the Red Cross, 171 
servicemen were assisted; 
231 pints of blood were col¬ 
lected; and safety programs 
were conducted for approxi¬ 
mately 600 people. These 
figures are comparable to 
those in all of Los Angeles 
County wherein one of every 
three persons is served by 
United Crusade through ap¬ 
proximately 250 United Way 
agencies and the American. 
Red Cross. 

This year (1969), Sierra 
Madre has again been gen¬ 
erous in United Crusade giv¬ 
ing. However, we are still 
about $1700 short of our 
goal of $7910. Some donors 
have promised to mail in 
their contributions, others 
have not been at home 
when our campaigners have 
called.
